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Surface, I immediately concluded, that fuch a Mo¬ 
tion mud be occafion’d only by an Earthquake. 

However, as mod of the Neighbours were confi¬ 
dent that the Shock was occafion’d by the blowing 
up of the Powder-Mills at HounJlovj , I difpatched 
a Meflenger thither on Horfcback, who brought me 
Word, that the Shock was not felt either there or 
at Brentford 5 and that -he could not learn that ii 
had been felt farther Weft ward than Kenjington- 
Turnpikc. 

I have alfo fince been inform’d, that it was felt 
at Fulham ; but a Friend, who lives a little beyond 
Richmond , has fent me Word, that they did not 
feel it there. 

Of thofe who were in the Street, or upon the 
River, fome felt it, and others not. 

I am credibly informed, that Letters from Calais 
and Boulogne mention its having been felt on that 
Coaft. 

It feems therefore to have extended itfclf far to 
the Eaft ; but to have terminated in the Weft, about 
two Miles beyond this Place. 1 am, Sir, with the

and the Hon. Charles Bentinck ; they all felt themfelves at the fame 
Inftant ftrongly lifted up, and prefently fet down again : They alfo 
heard a Noife over their Heads as of fome heavy Piece of Furni¬ 
ture being thrown down, whilft thofe who were in the Room over 
them were frighted, and apprehended the like Accident had hap¬ 
pened below-ftairs. The Coachmen oh the Boxes of 2 Coache*
